It is said at the-State department that 
Dewey and Aguinaldo had a distinct under- 
standing that Manila was not to be occu- 
pied until the arrival of the American troops, 
-but it is admitted that thisagreement might 
easily have been modified by the force of 
circumstances, which would require 
presence of the insurgent leader in Manila 
to repress disorder and protect property. It 
has’ been understood all along that the Span- 
ish Governor General would surrender to 
Dewey, and not to Aguinaldo, and this may 
still be the case, in spite of the rumors cur- 
rent at Hongkong that the insurgents have 


% 


seized the city. 

At the present time it is impossible to 
obtain from officia! sources any positive in- 
formatjon as to the situation in the Phil- 
ippines. It is surmised that the prompt 
denials of Hay’s dispatch are based upon 
neutrality laws, the department not wish- 
ing it to appear that it is being made the 
recipient of confidential advices through 
the British Foreign office. In the opinion 
‘of the best posted officials the publication , 
was only premature, and it is expected that 
it will be confirmed officially within a day or" 

There is eager expectation at the Navy 
department as to the results of the landing 
in Guantanamo Bay because it is hoped 
that Sampson will be enabled to establish 
direct communication with Washington and 
thus avoid the delays and uncertainties 
which have resulted front the isolation of 
Manila from the rest of the world. 

Accompanying Sampson’s fleet is a com- 
pletely equipped steamer, sent out by Gen- 
eral Greely of the army signal service, for 
grappling and repairing cables. As Samp- 
son is supposed to have complete possession 
of the cable station at Guantanamo, it is 
figured out that the cable steamer should 
be able to splice the line and thus furnish 
direct communication with the outer world. 

‘It is hinted, however, at the department 
among subordinate officials that Sampson 
will not break his neck to reopen cable 
communications for the simple reason that 
it would result in forwarding to him from 
the Strategy board some of the foolish or- 
ders for which that organization has be- 
come famous.

To Take the Long Route. 

Excitement and activity have been suc- 
ceeded by supreme calmness in the various 
bureaus of the War department since Gen- 
eral Shafter’s departure from Tampa, and 
aside from the preparations for the invasion 
of Pucrto Rico, officials await news of the 
landing cf the invading forces in Cuba. Gen- 
eral Shafter is probably now en route to 
Santiago, but his journey is by an entirely 
diferent route than that which it was gen- 
erally supposed he would take, along the 
north coast of the island. 

It was a generally accepted conclusion that 
the transports would be convoyed in the 
same line of travel via the Windward Pas- 
sage used by the Panther, which landed ma- 
rines at Guantanamo, and other vessels, and 
therefore it was with much surprise that the 
army and navy experts learned that 
Shafter’s forces would be escorted around 
Dry Tortugas and the Isle of Pines, along 
the south coast to Santiago, which route is 
over 100 miles farther, but less dangerous 
than via the north coast.

France Would Be Mediator.

Paris, June had a tos 
day with’ Paul Deschanel, the netvly elected 
President of the Chamber of Depiities, who 
is regarded by many as the next President 
of France. He is a typical Frenchman in 
appearance and has all the characteristics 
of a Parisian. 

Speaking of the war, Deschdnel said: 
“Though I speak only for myself, I am 
sure France wishes to see peace éstablished 
between Spain and the ‘United States. 
Doubtless France would be delighted to be 
mediator; first, because such imediation 
would promote the world’s welfare; and, 
secondly, because France does not like. to 
see two powers friendly to herself at war. 
Comparatively unimportant things demon- 
strate the friendliness of the nations. The 
union of Frenchmen and Americans over the 
grave of Lafayette on Decoration day and 
the forthcoming meeting of ofr Mihister 
of Commerce and other French officials with 
the American Chamber of Commerce 6n the 
Fourth of July at the most historical an- 
niversary banquet in the annals of the 
United States, are significant ;and satis- 
factory to the people of both coubitries. 

“I have no doubt that France would be ac- 
ceptable to both belligerents as ‘mediator, 
but I don’t see how she can usefully offer 
her services unless invited to d@ so. I say 
with regret that I fear the acceptable time 
has not yet arrived. The gener@l opinion is 
that the United States will have to win an- 
other big battle before final pfopositions 
for peace will be made, Such propositions 
would come with good grace from the vic- 
torious power. Germany made propositions 
of peace to France in 1870, and the war be- 
tween Spain and the United States is not 
likely to leave memories half ds bitter as 
those of the Franco-Prussian war. The di- 
versity of opinion in the American press re- 
garding the future of the Philippines, the 
unfinished state of the war in Cuba and 
Puerto Rico, and the original statement of 
the object of the war make it impossible for 
me to form even an approximate opinion of 
what the final agreement will be, .but this I 
do know, that France is not now and never 
has been unfriendly to the United States.” 

The fact that the ships built of repaired by 
France for the Spanish service have not 
worked well is causing much disappointment 
among French officials and shtpbuilders. ‘The 
Pelayo, for example, was built at La Seyne 
in 1877. The builders claim they did their 
best work upon it, yet it had to be sent back 
for so complete an overhauling that it re- 
quired a year to do the work. The Cristobal 
Colon is another example. It has French 
boilers which were completed ‘in 1806. The 
ship does not work well. Fears are likewise 
entertained lest Carlos V., now/at Cadiz, may 
be similarly defective. 3 

The French shipbuilders are ahgry because 
this condition of affairs impligs a reflection 
upon their workmanship. Frénch. officials 
are angry because it indicates the danger of 
similar defects in the French‘havy. Both 
are angry at Spanish sailors for mismanage- 
ment and poor handling of the ships. At the 
French Ministry of Marine it is freely de- . 
clared the defects arise from negligence.

Joseph Leiter retired from the wheat mar- 

ket yesterday after more than a year's skir- 
mish with fortune; and today he is figuring 
his losses, not his profits. During one of the 
‘most exciting sessions the Chicago Board of 
Trade has known he disposed of all his 
futures in the grain, and before the day was 
done the banks which had furnished money 
for the prosecution of this gigantic deal were 
practically in possession of Mr. Leiter's 
millions of bushels of cash wheat. 
- The finish followed quickly on the heels 
of the arrival in Chicago of Levi Z. Leiter, 
who came from Washington on Sunday on 
his way to Lake Geneva. Mr. Leiter told 
his son the deal had gone far enough, that 
enough had been risked, and that it was as 
well to stop at once as later. 

It is a case of another good deal gone 
wrong; a deal which a month ago showed a 
profit variously figured from $2,000,000 to $5,- 
000,000 and which now shows a net loss of 
between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 

While there may possibly be a division 
to this loss, the bulk of it must necessarily 
be borne by the young man who aspired to 
control the cash wheat situation of this 
country, if not of the world. 

The disastrous end of the Leiter campaign 
is the result of ‘‘ overstaying the market ” 


the enterprise along the lines originally laid 
down. Thirty days ago there were vast 
profits in sight—within actual reach of the 
interests conducting the campaign had it 
been disposed to grasp them—but there was 
a disposition—fatal as it proved—to wait for 
further gains. Events which loomed into* 
sudden prominence swept all these away. 


Interests in the Deal. 

- Bome of the interests involved were rather 
unwilling participants in the historic wheat 
deal. L. Z. Leiter is believed to be one of 
these. The father, who wasin Europe when 
' the deal was begun, was drawn into the vor- 
tex to protect his son, and this he did for 
months and months until he saw the need 
of an end of it. This month the elder Leiter 
found new crop conditions, with the prospect 
of a yield of wheat as great as ever known, 
and when he found the deal was being con- 
tinued without regard to demand and supply 
conditions, and with absolutely no regard for 
quantity, he withdrew his support. With 
this support withdrawn the artificial ele- 
ments in the deal and in recent prices be- 
came apparent. 

Closed with May the campaign might have 
shown a profit of several million dollars. All 
this prospective profit, whether large or 
small, has been wiped away. Exact figures 
are not obtainable, but conservative esti- 
mates are that the Leiter losses, actual and 
prospective—money so far put into the deal 
and obligations which the Leiters will not 


evade—will be $2,500,000. 


Precipitating the Crash. | 

There was everything to precipitate the 
crash. Charlies Counselman, who has been 
close to Mr. Leiter’s recent speculative 
movements, started the excitement by giv- 
ing orders for the sale of at least 4,000,000 
bushels of wheat for September delivery. 
He distributed the orders among perhaps a 
dozen houses. L. B. Mitchell, Henry Parker, 
Barrett-Farnum, Magnus, Everingham, 
Milne, and other concerns had large ani 
apparently unlimited orders to sell. All the 
people who have:been tailing on the Leiter 
campaign were stampeded and there was 
enormous selling. 

The cue was “ every one for himself,” and 
was given by sensational rumors from the 
Northwest. It was claimed that the people 
who have been interested with Mr. Leiter in 
a “joint account”’ deal of magnificent pro- 
portions in the Duluth and mar- 
kets had sold out on Mr. Leiter and that the 
September selling was in protection of his 
interests.

Key West, Fla., June 13.—The thirty-two 

transports, with nearly 20,000 men on board 

bound for Santiago, which left Tampa Sat- 
urday night, reached here yesterday morn- 
ing, and sailed early this morning. 


Time for Secrecy Is Past. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, D. C., June 13.—The first 
army of invasion to Cuba is now well on its 
way, thirty-two transport steamships, bear- 
ing over 15,000 officers and men, convoyed by 
battleships, cruisers, gunboats, and auxil- 
lary cruisers, sixteen in number, having 
actually sailed from Key West at daybreak 
this morning. 

An authoritative statement to this effect 
was made at the War department today, 
setting at rest all reports about the expedi- 
tion. The authorities made the announce- 
ment for the reason that the time for se- 
crecy Was now past, as the scout boats had 
made sure that the path was clear and that 
no possible menace could come from the 
Spanish ships or troops, even should they 
know our forces were advancing against 


them. 
To Arrive ov Thursday. 

By Thursday at the latest the transports 
will be eff Santiago, and a large army will 
make its landing on Cuban soll. Sampson 
has cleared the way for this undertaking 
and little danger is apprehended in getting 
ashore. 

It will be after that, when the advance is 
made, that actual dramatic developments 
may be expected. By that time it is likely 
American commanders will be in direct 
cable communication with the authorities 
here. Admira! Sampson has taken the shore 
end of the cable landing at Guantanamo and 
a force of cable experts is rapidly restoring 
the line to working order. 

The progress of this work has been so 
satisfactory that one of the leading officials 
of the State department said tonight that it 
,was hoped this direct cable communication 
would be established by Thursday. It will 
pat an end to the dearth of official informa- 
tion concerning important movements and 
will enable the authorities here to keep in 
close touch with those executing the strate- 
gic movements. 


Plans for the Landing. 


Aside from the men and officers making up 
the expedition the boats carried a vast quan- 
tity of supplies, ammunition, and war equip- 
ments necessary to maintain an organiza- 
tion of this size for at! least sixty days. 
Every detail for the ianding cf this party 
has been worked out by the engineer corps 
of the army. 

It will be a laborious process at best and 
will take a full day or more. The point of 
landing has been so chosen that there is 
little danger of an interruptiun from the 
Spanish forces, but shculd they attempt to 

‘make trouble Admiral Sampson’s ships will 
insure ample protection until the troops 
can care for themselves. 


Puerto Rico Next. 


Tampa, Fla., June 13.—General Coppinger 
is in command of the troops left at Tampa, 
and it is believed will command the next 
expedition to sail. The destination of this 
next expedition will be Puerto Rico. Gen- 
eral Fitzhugh Lee’s corps is not likely to go 
to Puerto Rico, but will be sent to Cuba 
when the time comes to strike Havana. 

The troops which left here for Key West 
prior to forming the first army of Cuban 
invasion were convoyed from Tampa to Key 


} West by the Helena, Annapolis, Castine, and 


Windom. The troops were joyful when or- 
ders were received at last to make a start 
for Key West. The rumors of Spanish gun- 
boats had delayed their departure after em- 
barkation had taken place and had caused 
them to be warped into the slip near the 
piers. Life aboard a troopship is not plees- 
ant at the best, and with the intense heat 
that prevailed on Thursday and Friday 
while the transports were kept in the siips 
was disagreeable. The soldiers suffered

Troops Sicken in the Heat. 


The manner in which ,the ships were 
crowded together did not permit the port 
holes to be opened, and with the thermom- 
eter close to 100 the heat down in the holds 
of the vessels, where at night the troops 
were packed in like sardines, was simply 
unbearable. On one transport alone, the 
Cherokee, five regulars, inured though they 
were to all kinds of hardships, fainted 
away, while one or more cases of prostra- 
tion were reported from nearly every other 
tr rt. Two men of the Seventy-first 
New York Volunteers were among the suf- 
ferers, and it was hours before the physt- 
cians succeeded in restoring them to con- 

ess. 
however, the ships were or- 
dered once more out into the stream, word 
having been brought up by the converted 
gunboat Hornet that no trace of any hos- 
tile vessel had been found.

Had the Spaniards boldly charged the de 
voted band of marines they must have won 
a victory by sheer force of numbers, but 
they were reluctant to engage, ané did noth- 
ing more than drive in the pickets, the men 
killed, with the exception of Dr. Gibba, all 
being on the outer lines when the action 
began. 


Courage and Discipline. 

There was never a sign of wavering or re- 
treat on the part of the Americans, The 
marines kept their formation and fired regu- 
larly at every fash. 


When the Spaniards made a feint of charg- 


ing the Americané sent up 4 cheer 
plugged away at the agvancing enemy with 
such energy and precision that thé. Dona 
were quick to retreat into the cover again. 

The greatest difficulty of Colonel Hunting- 
ton and his officers was to keep the marines. 
from charging the enemy, which, in the im- 
perfect knowledge of the country and the 
disposition of the opposing forces, would 
have been folly. But the men were eager 
to get to clowe quarters and avenge the death 
of their comrades. 

The story of the first attack, when the men 
were bathing and carrying water, has been 
fully told. ‘Then the enemy was driven off, 
and a beating of -the bush did not reveal its 
line of retreat. Evidently this was a party 
of reconmoiseance, for at 9 o’clock at night 
the attack was resumed with more vigor by 
a much superior force. The first Spaniards 
made their presence known at the edge of 
a small island about a mile to the northeast. 

Their shots were fired at too long range 
to be effective ,and their attack was evident- 
ly intended to distract attention from the 
main movement on the mainland, and per- 
haps to keep the Marblehead’s men going 
that way. Thirteen marines were detailed 
with a three-inch field gun to attend to this 
first attacking party, and by the time they 
had got the range of the island further fir- 
ing from that direction ceased. _ 


Like Indian Warfare. 

Then came the firing from the nearer | 
woods, and Colonel Huntington got up «a 
second three-inch gun and placed it in posi- 
tion on the sum¢nit of the hill on which Camp 
McCalla is located. Skirmish lines were 
thrown out, and the men found plenty to do 
in matching the Indian warfare of the 
enemy, who are accustomed to brush cam- 
paigning. 

They popped away whenever a Mauser . 
rifle spoke from the dark, and kept up their | 
work all night, though greatly outnumbered 
and at times apparently surrounded. There 
were thirty of these men under command 
of First Lieutenant Neville and Second Lieu- | 
tenant Shaw of Company D. For eighteen | 
hours these men withetood the first shock | 
of the conflict, and it was supposed for a ° 
time that they were captured or killed, but | 
in the morning all but Sergeant Smith and | 
Privates McColgan and Dunphy came back, 
bitten by mosquitoes, scratched and bruised, | 
but safe. The entire camp gave them s | 
welcoming shout as they came up. ed 

“We want water, inside and out,” wae | 
Lieutenant Neville’s first remark. 

“ We itliéd five of them that we know of, 
and I think more than double that many | 
were carried away with holesin their hides,” — 
said Lieutenant Shaw. 

Sergeant Smith of Company K was shot | 
through the abdomen while scouting. His |

and hacked with machetes after death. 

Fighting in the Dark, 

It was between 1 and 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing that Smith was killed. With Private 
Brown of Company D he had gone out at 
the first volley east of thécamp. The Span- 
iards opened fire on them and began cloaing 
in from three sides. Both Americans fired 
rapidly, and then retreated, returning flash 
for flash, shot for shot. 

As Smith climbed a ledge of rock his form . 
was brought into silhouette against the aky 
and a Mauser bullet: pierced him.

MEN TOO HUNGRY TO DRILL.

San Francisco, Cal., June 13.—[Special.]— 
Major General Merritt tonight issued orders 
to the troops, comprising the second divis- 
ion of the Philippines invasion, to break 
camp tomorrow morning and embark on the 
transports. These are the troops notified: 
Tenth Pennsylvania. Colonel Hawkins; First 
Colorado, Colonel Hale; First Nebraska, 
Colonel Bratt; two battalions of regulars 
from the Eighteenth and Twenty-third In- 
fantry, Colonel French; a detachment from 
the engineer corps, and the two battalions 
of Utah light artillery, Captain Young. | 

Brigadier General Francis V. Greene of 
New York, who will command the expedi- 
tion, said to the World sorrespondent: | 

‘““We have sent all baggage aboard and 


have received orders to embark. I cannot | 


give any outline of my plans other than we 
expect to land at Cavite. Everything de- 
pends upon the conditions we confront. 
Emergencies often change the best laid 
plans.”’ | 
The expedition will include about 3,500 
ment. General Merritt's staff is of the opin- 
ion that Manila will have fallen before the 
American military Governor reaches the 
scene. The members of his staff declare 
they haveynot as yet received any intima- 
tion as to what vessel will take them to 
Manila, but from the fact that General Mer- 
ritt has several times mentioned Hongkon 
as a possible way port they have reason t 
believe that he is going by a regular oriental 
steamer, probably the Coptic, and intends 
to remain at Hongkong long enough to hear 
from Admiral Dewey. 


Large Quantities of Supplies. 


The “new national policy” outlined b 
General Merritt was verified today by the 
immense supplies placad on the troopships, 
Flour and canned meats for an eight 
months’ supply were placed on board th 
China and Colon. Four months’ supply of 
all other articles of subsistence and equip 
ment were placed on the Senator and Zea 
landia. 

The steamship Indiara, chartered by the 
government as a troopship, arrived thi 
morning from Seattle. The third fleet o 
transports will probably depart in two weeks 
and will consist of the Morgan City; Ohio, 
City of Para, and Indiana, all of which are 
now here. | 

General Merritt and staff inspected the 


camp this morning just in time to witness 
a mutiny. The commissary of several vol- 
unteer regiments under the direction of fur- 
mer civilians has been in a bad way. When 
Company B of the Montana voluntecrs was 
called out this morning it refused to move. 
Colonel Kessler was sent for and he ad- 


‘dressed the men. 


Too Hungry to Drill. 

A man stepped out of the ranks and told 
Colonel Kessler that Company B did not 
wish to disobey orders, but the men were 
hungry and cold, and could not drill on the 
food they were recefNvVing. While Colonel 
Kessler was speaking one of the men fainted 
before him ,and was later removed to a 
tent. The Captain asked how many men 
were willing to drill, and only a sergeant, a 
corporal, and three privates stepped for- 
ward. 

All the men of Company B complained 
about the food. They say they are given 
but bacon and poor vegetables, and that the 
“fresh meat” they get consists principally 
of bones. These statements made by the 
men were supported by the company’s cook. 
They do not blame their commissioned of- 
ficers or the company’s cook, but say that 
if the proper rations are allowed they do 
not reach the tables. 

The affair reached the ears of General Mer- 
ritt, and he ordered an investigation. 


DEWEY TELLS OF HIS VICTORY. 


Navy Department Receives from the 
Admiral His Detailed Report of 
the Battle of Manila Bay. . 


Washington, D. C., June 18.—The Navy de- 
partment today made public the following 
jetter received from Admiral Dewey this 
afternoon, being its first mail advices from 
him since he reached Maniia: 

“Flagship Olympia, Cavite, May 4, 1898.— 
The squadron left Mirs Bay April 27... .« 
Arrived off Bolinao on the morning of April 
80, and, finding no vessels there, proceeded 
down the coast, and arrived off the entrance 
to Manila Bay on the same afternoon. The 
Boston and Concord were sent to recon- 
moiter Port Subic. . . . A thorough search 
of the port was made by the Boston and the 
Concord, but the Spanish fleet was not 
found. . .. Entered the south channel at 
11:30 p. m.,. steaming in column at eight 
knots. After half the squadron had passed 
a battery on the south side of the channel 
opened fire, none of the shots taking effect. 
The Boston and McCullough returned thé 
fire. The squadron proceeded across the bay 
at slow speed, and arrived off Manila ct 
daybreak, and was fired upon at 5:15 a. m. 
by three batteries at Manila and two near 
Cavite and by the Spanish fleet anchored 
in an approximately east and west line 
across the mouth of Baker Bay, with their 
jeft in shoal water in Canacac Bay. 

‘The squadron then proceeded to the at- 
tack. The flagship Olympia, under my per- 
sonal direction, leading, followed at distance 
by the Baltimore, Raleigh, Petrel, Concord, 
and Boston, in the order named, which for- 
mation was maintained throughout the ac- 
tion. The squadron opened fire at 5:41 a. 
m.- While advancing to the attack two 
mines were exploded ahead of the flagship, 
too far to be effective. ’ 

“The squadron maintained a continuous

and precise fire, at ranges varying from 5,000 
to 2,000 yards, countermarching in a line 
approximately parallel to that of the Span- 
ish fleet. 

“The enemy’s fire was vigorous, but gen- 
erally ineffective. Early in the engagement 
two launches put out toward the Olympia, 
with the apparent intention of using tor- 
pedoes. One was sunk, and the other dis- 
abled by our fire and beached before an op- 
portunity occurred to fire torpedoes. 


Defeat of Reina Christina. 


“At 7 a. m. the Spanish flagship Reina 
Christina made a desperate attempt to leave 
the line and come out to engage at short 
range, but was received with such galling 
fire, the entire battery of the Olympia being 
concentrated upon it, that it was barely 
able to return to the shelter of the point. 
The fires started in it by our shell at this 
time were not extinguished untilitsank. .. 
. The three batteries at Manila had kept up 
a continuous report from the beginning of 
the engagement, which fire was not re- 
turned by this squadron. The first of these 
batteries was situated on the south mole 
head, at the entrance to the Pasig River. 
The second on the south bastion of the 
walled City of Manila, and the third at Ma- 
late, about one-half mile farther south. At 
this point I sent a message to the Governor 
General to the effect that if the batteries 
did not cease firing the city would be shelled. 
This had the effect of silencing them. 

“ At 7:35a. m. I ceased firing and withdrew 
the squadron for breakfast. At 11:15 a. m. 
I returned to the attack. By this time the 
Spanish flagship and almost the entire Span- 
ish fleet were in flames. At 12:30 p. m. the 
squadron ceased firing, the batteries being 
silenced and the ships sunk, burnt, and de- 
serted. At 12:40 p. m. the squadron returned 
and anchored off Manila, the Petrel being 
left behind to complete the destruction of 
the smaller gunboats, which were behind 
the point of Cavite. This duty was per- 
formed by Commander E. P. Wood in the 
most expeditious and complete manner pos- 
sible. 

Extent of the Enemy’s Loss. 

“The Spanish lost the following vessels: 
Sunk—Reina Christina, Castilla, Don An- 
tonio de Ulloa. Burned—Don Juan de 
Austria, Isla de Luzon, Isla de Cuba, General 
Lezo, Marquis del Duero, El Correo, Ve- 
lasco, and Isla de Mindanao (transport). 
Captured—Rapido and Hercules (tugs), and 
several small launches. 

‘*I am unable to obtain complete accounts 
of the enemy’s killed and wounded, but be- 
lieve their losses to be heavy. The Reina 
Christina alone had 150 killed, including the 
Captain, and ninety wounded. I am happy 
to report that the damage done to the squad- 
ron under my command was inconsiderable. 
There were none killed and only seven men 
in the squadron slightly wounded. 

“ Several of the vessels were struck, and 
even penetrated, but the damage was of 
the slightest, and the squadron is in as good 
condition now as before the battle. I beg to 
state to the department that I doubt tf any 
Commander-in-Chief was ever served by 
more loyal, efficient, and gallant Captains 
than those of the squadron now under my 
command. Captain Frank Wildes, com- 
manding the Boston, volunteered to remain 
in command of his vessel, although his re- 
lief arrived before leaving Hongkong. As- 
sistant Surgeon Kindleberger of the Olym- 
pia and Gunner J. C. Evans of the Boston 
also volufiteered to remain after orders de- 
taching them had arrived. * 

“ The conduct of my personal staff was ex- 
cellent. Commander B. P. Lamberton, 
Chief of Staff, was a volunteer for that posi- 
tion, and gave me most efficient aid. 
Lieutenant Brumby, Flag Lieutenant, and 
Ensign W. P. Scott, aid, performed their 
duties as signal officers in a highly creditable 
manner. The Olympic being short of of- 
ficers for the battery, Ensign H. H. Cald- 
well, Flag Secretary, voluntecred for and 
was assigned to a subdivisior of the five- 
inch battery. Mr. J. L. Stickney, formerly 
an officer in the United States navy, volun- 
teered for duty as my aid, and rendered 
valuable service. I desire specially to men- 
tion the coolness of Lieutenant C. G. Calkins, 
the navigator of the Olympia, who came 
under my personal observation, being on 
the bridge with me throughout the entire 
action, and giving the ranges to the guns 
with an accuracy that was proven by the 
excellency of the firing. 

“On May 2, the day following the engzge- 
ment, the squadron again went to Cavite, 
where it remains. . . . Onthe3d the mili- 
tary forces evacuted Cavite arsenal, which 
was taken possession of by a landing party. 
On the same day the Raleigh and Baltimore 
secured the surrender of the batteries on 
Corregidor Island, paroling the barrison and 
destroying the guns. On the morning of 
May 4 the transport Manila, which had been 


made a prize.”

The Dvreau of 
Statistics at Washington reports figures 
which make it certain that the agricuitural 
exports of the year will pass the $800,000,000 
mark for the first time !n our history, the 
total at the clore of June being likely to 
reach $85,000,000. This will be fuliy $159,- 
QU0,000 more than last year’s farm exports 
and over §250,000,00U more than those of the 
preceding year. In breadstuffs alone ihe 
expotis of the year will amount to neariy 
$1,000,000 for each business day. The €x- 
ports of wheat will be more than doubie 
those of 1807, while the increase in flour 
and corn will in ¢ach case be nearly 5U per 
cent.

Necessary to Trade Expansion 
and Protection. 


MONROE DOCTRINE RAISED. 


Washington, D. C., June 13.—In the House 
today Mr. Newlands spoke at length in favor 
of Hawalian annexation as éssential to our 
commercial growth and necessary to the 
protection of our Pacific coast. The Philip- 
pine and Hawaiian questions, he declured, 
were entirely distinct. He was opposed to 
the former as involving a policy of terri- 
torial expansion, while the latter was pure- 
ly one of territorial defense and commercial 
expansion. 

He spoke of the importance of insular con- 
trol, as appreciated by all great powers, and 
arguing for the control of Hawali as a base 
of supplies and naval operations he suggest- 
edi the disaster that probably would have re- 
sulted to America had Spain been a power- 
ful naval nation with Cuba and Puerto Rico 
as a base of operations against the Atlantic 
coast. Without Hawali no naval power, he 
said, could attack the Pacific coast, as neces- 
sary recoaling would be impossible.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 
Many Turned Away from the Auditori- 
um fow Lack of Roem—Judge W. G. 
Ewing, a Recent Couvert to the De- 
nomination, Introduces the Lec- 
turer—Common Objections to the 
Tenets of Mary Eddy Baker An- 
awered—Cures Explained. 


E. A. Kimball, one of the Board of Lec- 
turers of the Christian Science denomina- 
‘ tion and a reader in the Chicago Church, 
addressed 4,000 people at the Auditorium last 
night on the subject of Christian Science. 
Every seat in the parquet and galleries was 
occupied and several hundred people were 
turned away. 

Judge W. G. Ewing, himself a recent con- 
vert to Christian Science, introduced Mr. 
Kimball after a short organ recital. Judge 
Ewing said, in part: 

‘** More than forty years ago Mary Baker 
Eddy, a splendid, God-loving woman, bur- 
dened with the ills and agonies of mortal 
beliefs, sought surcease from suffering, 
doubt, and darkness in a profound study of 
God’s philosophy, the ‘Science of Being,’ 
 @s revealed in the Bible; and after years of 
- consecrated devotion to her mighty work 
she gave to the world not a new religion, 
but a clearer apprehension and comprehen- 
sion of the old one, the religion of Jesus, the 
Christ; gave a key that reveals the ‘mys- 


house of infinite love and the life that shall 
notytaste death: gave a boon, the richness 
of which earth hath not known since the 
God-man preached the gospel, healed the 
sick, made the blind to see, the deaf. to 
hear, the lame to walk, and the dead to 
epring to newness of life. 


Mrs. Eddy a Christian. 


“And this most marvelous woman of all 
the centurtes is, and professes to be, an 
humble disciple of that same loving Christ, 
doing his bidding, and demonstrating, in a 
thousand instances, the verity of the words 
of Jesus to the people whom he taught: 
* The works I do shall ye do also.’ ’’ 

Mr. Kimball’s address was largely devoted 
to anewering and explaining away the ob- 
jections most frequently urged against 
Christian Science. He prefaced his lecture 
and accounted for his own interest in the 
principles of Christian Science by saying: 

‘If any of you ever sounded the depths 
of human agony, sat by the side of an open 
grave, and realized that you were dying 
inch by inch, and then have been healed by 
Christian Science, you can understand the 
impulse which leads me to epeak. I stand 
here as one of a multitude of people who 
have come up out of horrible depths, and 
who are known by one impulse to make 
known this gospel.”’ 


Answers Many Objections. 


Taking up the common objections to Chris- 
tian Science, Mr. Kimball said: 

“* Many persons shut themselves out from 
the blessings of Christian Science because 
it is antagonistic to some of their previous 
beliefs. It has been called an attempt to 
mix religion and science, or to reduce re- 
ligion to the level of cold science. 

“Is Jesus did the will of God he must

Before many days are past it is probable 
that Prince George of Greece will have been 
definitely appointed hereditary Governor 
General of Crete, subject to the nominal 
guzerainty of the Sultan prtcisely in the 
game way as is Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia. This is the meaning of the visit 
which the Crown Prince and Crown Princess 
of Greece are now paying to the court of 
Berlin, where they have been received with 
altogether extraordinary honors. 

A few weeks ago the Sultan sent one of his 
most trusted emissaries, Djevad Pasha, to 
St. Petersburg, in order to request the Czar 
to withdraw the peremptory demands put 
forward by his Ambassador at Constanti- 
nople for the payment of the war indemnity 
due by the Porte to Russia, and for the ap- 
pointment of Prince George of Greece as 
Governor General of Crete. 

The Czar consented to give more time 
for the payment of the money, although the 
latter has been owing ever since 1878, but 
absolutely refused to give way on the sub- 
ject of Prince George, who is only his 
favorite cousin and the savior of his life, 
but likewise the favorite nephew of the 
widowed Czarina. | 

Much disappointed, the Sultan there- 
upon sent another emissary—namely: Gen- 
era] Abdullah Pasha—to Berlin to convey to 
the eldest sons of the Emperor valuable 
gifts on the occasion of their confirmation, 
and likewise to entreat the Kaiser to give 
his support to Turkey in declining the candi-' 
dature of Prince George. 

The arrival of Abdullah happened to coin- 


The Kaiser has now informed the Sultan’s 
specia! envoy that inasmuch as Russia, Eng- 
Jand, France, and Italy have all indorsed the 
candidature of Prince George of Greece for 
the throne of Crete under Ottoman suzerain- 
ty, he has come to the conclusion that it 
would be to the advantage of Germany to act 
jn concert with the other powers, and to like- 
wise sanction it. The Emperor of Austria, 
I may add, has already intimated that he 
was prepared to follow the lead of his ally 
at Berlin in the matter. 

Consequently the Sultan has now finally 
resigned himself to the necessity of accept- 
ing Prince George as Governor General of 
Crete, and he is probably asking himself 
what good he has achieved by the victories 
which he won during the recent war with 
Greece. For he has been compelled to 
evacuate the Greek Province of Thessaly, 
which his troops conquered for him. He has 
been obliged to give way in the matter of. 
Crete, which was the primary cause of the

ACTIVITY IN IRON AND STEEL NOT AS 
PRONOUNCED. 


Considerable Selling Being Done, bet 
Not at Prices Which the Sellers Con- 
sider Altogether Satisfactory—Sul- 
ficiently Large Number of Orders 
Placed for Future Delivery to Keep 
Manufacturers Busy for Many 
Months to Come. 


Less strength and a tendency to inactiv- 
ity is making its appearance in nearly all 
branches of fron and steel. It is a buyer’s 
rather than a seller's market and the latter 
interest is inclined to be discouraged at the 
downward tendency of values. From the 
seller's standpoint many of the sales now 
being made represent no profit whatever. 
It is a condition of things the bringing about 
of which has been earnestly sought by the 
buying side.

‘Washington, D. C., June 13.—[Special.]— 
In order to carry out the provisions of the 
War revenue measure, which was signed 
by the President today at 3:05 p. m., it will 
tbe necessary to appoint additional Deputy 
Collectors of Internal Revenue. The Peoria 
district will be entitled to four Deputy Col- 
lectors, two of whom will hold office while 
the law remains on the statute books, or 
until their successors are named. Theother 
two will temporarily hold office, and their 
services will be dispensed with after the law 
begins to work smoothly. 

“It's going to be an enormous success,” 
is the prediction Assistant Secretary Van- 
derlip makes for the war revenue bill. ‘It 
has been subscribed for over and over again, 
and if it provided for twice the amount of 
bonds it would be easily disposed of.”’ 

The National City Bank of New York fur- 
nishes an illustration of the demand made 
- upon all national banks in a letter received 
from officiale of the institution by Secretary 
Gage today. The bank stands ready to sub- 
ecribe and pay for any amount not sub- 
scribed for by the public, even if the sum 
be $200,000,000. | 

Immediately upon receipt of the informa- 
tion fromthe White House that the war rev- 
enue bill had been signed by the President 
Secretary Gage today issued the following 
circular, explaining to the public the pro- 
posed bond issue: 

“ Treasury Department, Office of the Secre- 
tary, Washington, D. C., June 13, 1898.—The 
Secretary of the Treasury invites subscrip- 
tions from the people of the United States 
for $200,000,000 of the bonds of the 3 percent 
.Joan authorized by the act of Congress, ap- 

proved June 13, 1898. Subscriptions will be 
' received at par for a period of thirty-two 
‘days, the subscription being open from this 
‘date to 3 o’clock p. m. on the 14th day of 
July, 1898. The bonds will be issued in both 
coupon and registered form, the coupon 
bonds in denominations of $20. $100, $500, 
and $1,000, and the registered bonds in de- 
nominations of $20, $100, $500, $1,000, $5,000, 
and $10,000. They will be dated Aug. i, 
1898, and by their terms will be redeemable 
in coin at the pleasure of the United States 
after ten years from the date of their issue, 
- @nd due and payable Aug. 1, 1918. 

“The bonds will bear interest at the rate 
of 8 per cent per annum, payable quarterly; 
the interest on the coupon bonds will be 
paid by means of coupons, to be detached 
from the bonds as the interest becomes due, 
and the interest on the registered bonds will 
be paid by checks drawn to the order of the 
payees, and mailed to their addresses. 


Subscribers Come First. 


“The law authorizing this issue of bonds 
provides that in allotting said bonds the 
several subscriptions of individuals shall 
be first accepted, and the subscriptions of 
the lowest amounts shall be first allotted. 
In accordance with that provision allot- 
ments to all individual subscribers will be 
made before any bonds will be allotted to 
other than individuals. All individual sub- 
scriptions for $500 or less will be allotted 
in full as they are received, and such sub- 
scriptions must be paid in full at the time 
the subscription is made. If the total sum 
subscribed for in amounts of $500 or less 
should exceed $200,000,000 the allotments 
will be made according to the priority of 
the receipt of the subscriptions. 

**In order to avoid a too rapid absorption 
pf funds into the Treasury, with a possible 
consequent evil effect on industry and com- 
merece, any subscriber for more than $500

TAX ON BEER AND TOBACCO. 


Internal Revenue Department Will Is- 
sue Stamps Ttoday—Talk of 
New Bonds. 


The local Internal Revenue department 
will today issue beer and tobacco stamps 
in accordance with the new revenue bill, 
which was signed yesterday by the Presi- 
dent. For the accommodation of the tax. 
payers the offices of the department will be 
opened today at 7:30 o’clock instead of 9 
o'clock as’ usual. Only ‘the extra tax on 
tobacco and beer will go into effect today 
and it is believed that the remainder of the 
extra taxes will not be enforced until July 1, 
when the new fiscal year begins. 

Some dissatisfaction is felt by tobacco deal- 
ers, it is said, because the 2, 3, and 4 ounce 
tobacco and snuff packages are to be abol- 
ished and substituted by 1 2-3, 24%, and 31-3 
ounce packages. The dealers say the new 
packages will not be so convenient to handle, 
owing to the fractional weights. - 

Chicago bankers have not yet received

Great success for the loan is 
predicted, however, and it is claimed that

war revenues. Country banks in the dis- 
tricts tributary to Chicago are expected to 
be generous subscribers for the reason that 
the new bonds will give them opportunity 
of earning 3 per cent on their large present 
supplies of idle capital, which if kept on 
deposit in Chicago would draw only 1% or 
2 per cent. 

* Our bank will subscribe for $1,000,000 of 
the bonds,”’ said J. J. Mitchell of the Illinois 
Trust and Savings, “‘ and I am sure our in- 
dividual customers will be heavy subscribers, 
for reasons both of patriotism and of profit. 
There is great inquiry as to the methods of 
subscription and the prospective value of the 
new bonds.” 

* As we have not yet received blanks we 
have not begun taking subscriptions,” said 
E. G. Keith of the Metropolitan National, 
*“ but we find much inquiry about the bonds. 
I am sure Chicago banks would be large 
subscribers were it not that they do not 
think they will be able to get what they sub- 
scribe for, as, according to the terms of the 
issue, personal subscriptions are to be given 
preference.”’ 

Other bankers expect Chicago to be a big 
purchaser of the bonds, but have not yet 
decided what they will themselves take.

| TROLLEY IN MICHIGAN AVENUE. 


City Railway Secures a Victory Over 
Montgomery Ward in Judge 
Ball’s Court. 


The Chicago City railway company now 
runs trolley cars in Michigan avenue, be- 
tween Madison and Randolph streets, in 
front of Montgomery Ward’s property. 
Judge Ball yesterday morning refused to 
grant Montgomery Ward an injunction re- 
straining the company from erecting the 
trolley lines, and within two hours the lines 
were up and the cars running. 

This prompt action was taken to get the 
cars running by trolley over the disputed 
territory before any other court could issue 
an injunction. The block in front of Mr. 
Ward’s property was quickly set with poles, 
ae twelve men were soon stringing the 
wires. 

Judge Ball, in his decision, spoke of the bill 
filed in 1890 by Mr. Ward and other public 
spirited citizens, which secured the decree 
causing the removal of buildings from the 
lake front. Continuing, he said: 

*“ Every wrong specifically complained of 
in that bill was located east of Michigan 
avenue. When the bill was filed the rallway 
was where it now is, and yet no complaint 
was made against it. Before the bill was 
finally amended the motive power of the 
road was changed from horse to cable, and 
yet no complaint was made of that change 
It is clear that neither the complainants 
nor the Chancellor, nor the Supreme Court 
regarded this railway as involved in the 
case,

ELECTRIC BOLT 
INVADES HYDE PARK 
POLICE STATION. 


Shocks Justice Quinn and Clerk 
Polite and Hurls James Allien 
from the Telephone to the 
Floor. 


An electric bolt, which struck in the vicin- 
ity of Fifty-third street and Lake avenue 
during the storm just before noon yester- 
day, shattered the windows of the court- 
room in the Hyde Park Police Station, se- 
verely shocking Justice Quinn and Court 
Clerk Harry Polite. Policeman James Al- 
len, who was at the telephone down-stairs, 
was thrown tothe floor. None of them was 
badly injured, though Clerk Polite com- 
plained of pains in the neck and wrists for 
some hours afterwards. 

Justice Quinn had just dismissed court, 
and was at his desk arranging some papers. 
Clerk Polite was standing near, when there 
was a flash of lightning, followed by the 
crash of broken glass. Polite was thrown 
backwards ‘against the wall For several 
minutes he could not speak. Justice Quinn 
was almost rendered unconscious by the 
shock. Justice Quinn said afterwards that 
he did not care to be any closer to death 
than he was at that moment. Six windows 
in the courtroom were shattered, and all 
the screens were hurled about the room, 

Policeman Allen was sitting before the 
telephone board down-stairs when the bolt 
struck, and received a heavy shock. It 
threw him ten feet away, full length upon 
the floor. Several men ran forward to pick 
him up, expecting to find him dead, but he 
was only stunned, and recovered in a few 


minutes.
